Other countries to benefit, apart from the North Atlantic Pact 

countries, include Persia, Korca, the Philippines, Greece and Turkey, 

according to an explanatory statement issued today by the State Depart- 


ment. 

Presittent Troman vald: “The 
record of world eventa since 1045 
offern us no certainty that all! 
members of the United Nations 
will uphold the principles of 
peace in actual practice. ; 

“Indeed, there Is proof to the 
contrary, proof that In the 
pursult of selfish ends some 
nations have resorted and may 

. again resort to the threat or use 
of force. 

“The fear created by this 

experience haunts the world 
nnd crentes conditions — of 
insecurity and instabillty which 
stand in the way of cconomic 
and soclal progress, 


He sald: “Ie thls programme 
of military aid is to succeed, we 
must prosecute It promptly and 
vigorously. Our polictes for 
peace.are having the desired 
effect. We cannot afford to 
lose the momentum we have 
already, gained. 

“Our objective,” he  con- 
tinued, ‘ds to sce to ft that 
these natlons are equipped, in 
the shortest possible time, with 
compnet and effectively trained 
forces capable of maintalning 
internal order and resisting tho 
Inttlal phoses of external age 
#ression. oo 


“At the present time, the

London, July 26.—Mr 
George Strauss, Minister of 
Supply, opened the debate 
on the nationalisation of the 
steel induatry in the House 
of Commons today. The 
House is expected to have an 
all-night session. 


The Minister asked Members 
to refuse to postpone the opera- 
{lon of the BU as proposed by 
the predominantly Conservative 
House of Lords.. The Peers had 
altered the Bill to make It come 
Into operation on October 1950 
—nfter the next general elec- 
Yon, f 


The House of Commons, 
where the Government hos an 
over-riding majority, is expect- 
ed to resist this and return tho 
Bill to the House’ of Lords. 
If the Peers decline to give way 
ogain-—and they have said that 
they will not--the Government 
is expected to make the Bill 
Jaw, despite the Peers’ objec- 
tions, through the Parliamcn- 
tary Bill Introduced lost ycar.. 


Mr Strauss sold that the 
House of Lords had made about 
60 amendments, The Govern- 
.ment_proposed_to_ uccept_28_of 
these—most amendments in
